Premier Vows 


To Prevent 


Lebanon Vote 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — 
Premier Sami Solh pledged to­ 
day to use all his influence to 
prevent holding of presidential j 
elections tomorrow. He prom­ 
ised especially to oppose the 
election of leading candidate 
Mai. Gen. Fuad Chehab, army j 
chief of staff. 
Solh spoke out less than 24 
hours before the balloting was 
scheduled to start. Shaken by 
yesterday’s 
assassination 
at­ 
tempt on the premier, Lebanon 
was sharply split and observ­ 
ers rated chances of the elec­ 
tion being held on time as 
barely 50-50. 


TIGHTEN SECURITY 
In the suddenly tense atmos- ‘ 
phere. U.S. forces tightened 
security precautions. Helicop­ 
ters 
reconnoitered 
the

area for possible snipers. Mo­ 
bile patrols shuttled through 
the city, marines at the ready 
in battle dress.

MEET IN 2 WEEKS 


President, Macmillan Stand By Proposal 


For Session Within U N. Security Council 


WASHINGTON 
— Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has decided 
to propose that a summit con­ 
ference on the Middle East cri­ 
sis be opened in the U N. Se­ 
curity Council in two weeks. 
Eisenhower 
and 
British 
Prime Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan drafted notes to Soviet 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
suggesting a meeting between 
Aug. 10 and 15 and submitted 
their drafts to the 15-nation 
Atlantic part council in Paris. 
Sources in London said un­ 
less the other NATO allies in­ 
sisted on important changes — 
and this was not expected— the 
American and British messages 
would go off to Moscow late 
tonight or tomorrow. 
Eisenhower and Macmillan 
agreed they would stand by 
their proposal for a summit- 
level session of the U.N. Se­ 
curity 
Council. 
But 
French 
Premier Charles de Gaulle was 
reported also sticking to his 
contention that a special five- 
power 
conference, 
w h i c h 
Khrushchev originally propos­ 


ed. should he held in Geneva 
and not under the auspices of 
the Security Council. 


One well-informed U. S. of­ 
ficial said the United Nations 
headquarters in New- York is 
the logical place to hold the 
extraordinary session but that 
Eisenhower is willing to go to 
some other city— probably Ge­ 
neva— if others prefer. 
Eisenhower’s latest note is in 
answer to an angry Khrush­ 
chev message Monday. 
The Soviet leader accused 
Eisenhower of virtually reject­ 
ing 
the 
heads-of-government 
conference, of being respon­ 
sible for aggression in the Mid­ 
dle East and of plotting new 
military adventures there. 
Khrushchev also called again 
for a five-power meeting out­ 
side the U.N. 
But the Soviet 
news agency Tass said last 
night this was not a rejection 
of a U.N. meeting, and said 
Khrushchev still is willing to 
attend a Security Council meet­ 
ing.

LONDON OP — The United 
States and the four non-Arab 
Baghdad Pact members are 
expected to recognize the new 
republican government of Iraq 
after waiting a while. 
An informal agreement to ex­ 
tend recognition eventually was 
reported at the close yesterday 
of a meeting here of the Bagh­ 
dad alliance’s Council of Min­ 
isters. Iraq, only Arab mem­ 
ber of the alliance, did not at­ 
tend. and the rebel government 
which overthrew King Faisal 
has indicated it will withdraw 
from the pro-Western group. 
The prime ministers of the 
other Baghdad countries— Brit­ 
ain. Turkey, Iran and Pakistan 
—plus a U S observer, agreed 
that the future of the anti­ 
communist Middle East alli­ 
ance in its present form de­ 
pends on Iraq, informants said. 
As a gesture toward keeping 
Iraq in the pact, the five na­ 
tions will recognize the repub­ 
lican regime as the actual gov­ 
ernment.

After Proposition B was con­ 
firmed, McAtee moved that its 
passage be contingent on a 
majority vote of those casting 
ballots in 
the election, 
not 
merely those who voted on the 
proposition.

As drawn by the counsel, the 
proposition calls for nomina­ 
tion of candidates by districts 
in the primary but election at 
large in the final election. 
A motion passed last night 
by a 9-to-4 vote, with Smart 
abstaining, ordered that the al­ 
ternate proposition should call 
for both nomination and eled- 
tion by the voters at large, al­ 
though candidates must have a 
three-year residence in the dis­ 
trict they would represent and

4. Too much attention has 
been given to waging global 
war and too little to small con­ 
flicts.

NUTRITION 
T here is no excuse these 
days for rickets or scurvy or

Learn how to feed your chil­ 
dren the right foods, learn to 
cook so that all the natural 
value of the food is retained. 
Learn how to get these n utri­ 
tious foods down the gullets of 
your children. T here exists a 
huge body of knowledge on 
the nutritional needs of chil­ 
dren, the nutritional values of 
food, the psychology of eating.

Our p r o t e c t i o n 
against this disease isn’t as

Children

som etim es get whooping cough 
even after they have had the 
shots. However, the disease is 
seldom serious in a protected 
child. The immunization is well 
w orth having done. 
All these immunizations wear 
off after a while and need to 
be 
boosted 
with 
additional 
shots. 
Diphtheria - 1 e t a n u s- 
whooping cough immunization 
done 
in 
infancy 
should 
be 
boosted with an additional in­ 
jection every 2 years throug h­ 
out childhood. Polio im m uniza­ 
tion is good, though not p er­ 
fect. We could soon put this 
dread disease in the category 
of solved problem s if we could 
but get everyone, child and 
adult alike, to take the polio 
shots.

returned with rich cargoes of 
pelts.

Baranov decided he needed 
outposts in California to sup­ 
ply food, reap the rich fur har­ 
vest, and serve as bases for 
further expansion.

He had more than that. He 
and Kuskov.

Russia began its move to the 
Pacific about 1576—a half cen­ 
tury before the Pilgrims land­ 
ed at Plymouth Rock.

Rezanov asked de Arguello 
for his daughter’s hand. The 
commandant was flattered, but 
he was hesitant, too.

There was no 
chance he would embrace the 
-faith of Rome. To do so would 
cost him his career, possibly 
his life. 
Finally, a compromise was 
reached: 
Rezanov would take his shop­ 
load of supplies back to Sitka. 
Then he would go to St. Peters­ 
burg and lay before the czar a 
plan for a treaty with Spain. 
After that he would go to 
Rome and seek the Pope’s con­ 
sent to the marriage. 
Had it worked out that 
way, the course of California 
(and world) history might 
have been changed. The Rus­ 
sians would have had a solid 
foundation in California, an 
excellent base for further ex­ 
pansion—either by negotia­ 
tion or armed might. 
But, in crossing Siberia in 
the dead of winter, Rezanov 
fell from his horse into an icy 
stream. Next day he was fever­ 
ish, but insisted on pushing 
forward. Several weeks later, 
stHI weak and ill, he fell from 
his horse again. This time a 
hoof struck him on the head. 
In a few days he was dead. 
Even before the news of Rez- 
anov’s death drifted back to 
Alaska, Baranov had another 
plan in motion to colonize the 
rich lands to the south.

Grape vines 
were brought from Peru, peach 
trees from Chile. 
Trade flourished with the 
Indians and Spaniards. Car­

shipped north to the Rus­ 
sian settlements in Alaska. 
The colony prospered, but 
it didn’t last. 
Why? Because the Russians 
hesitated, and were lost. Peer­ 
ing over their shoulders they 
saw hordes of Americans press­ 
ing on them from three sides. 
The Russians weren’t prepared 
to negotiate for what they had 
nor to fight for more. 
They saw the handwriting on 
the wall in the Monroe Doc­ 
trine of 1823: “. . . the Ameri­ 
can continents are no longer 
subject to any European colo­ 
nial establishments.” 
They tried to sell the colony 
to the British, but Britain had 
no desire to settle in the path 
of America’s westward march. 
Finally, in 1841, the Russians 
sold' Ft. Rossiya to a Swiss- 
born pioneer, John A. Sutter. 
He wanted it principally for 


those brass Napoleonic cannon. 
It was typical Russian luck 
that a few years later gold was 
discovered in the millrace of 
another Sutter possession not 
far from the fort. 
The Russian attempt to 
colonize Hawaii ran the same 
course. They established a 
plantation in the islands, but 
let themselves be kicked out 
when the czar refused to 
support them against a mili­ 
tarily weak Hawaiian king. 
The next 25 years saw Rus­ 
sia’s North American posses­ 
sions slipping gradually from 
her hands. 
In 1867, the czar’s minister 
of finance in St. Petersburg 
wrote to Baron de Stoeckl: 
“. . . (Russia’s) business in the 
future is to control, or at least 
hold her own in, the teeming 
markets of Japan and China,

ROME (UPI)—Genghis Khan 
may not be the name you would 
choose for your new-born son. 
but shopkeeper Giorgio Garbini 
liked the sound of it and put it 
on the birth certificate. 
But Garbini was in for a sur­ 
prise. At the registry office he 
was informed: 
‘‘Under article 72 of the state 
civil code, it is forbidden to be­ 
stow on babies in Italy foreign 
or foreign-sounding names.” 
Garbini refused to accept de­ 
feat. He took the issue to a high 
court. 
But the law is explicit. Even 
the proposal of making Gen­ 
ghis Khan a second name after 
Paolo was denied. 


The law came into effect 
July 9, 1939, and is still valid 
despite the fall of Benito Mus­ 
solini. The then dictator ap­ 
proved the law because imme­ 
diately after the 1915-18 war 
many Italian babies were given 
English and Russian names, in­ 
cluding such as Trotzky, Stalin 
and Lenin. 


Parents and the bearers of 
these names later desperately 
tried to have them changed, 
but the redtape involved made 
it an almost impossible under­ 
taking. 
Some foreign names can be 
Italianized, an official at the 
Rome registry office said. 
“ When 
we 
are 
presented 
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babies if desired. The name is 
Walter. This name was popu­ 
lar in the Trento-Alto Adige re­ 
gion under Austria. When Italy 
occupied the region it was 
forced to recognize it as legal, 
for in no way can it be Italian­ 
ized. 
with names such as Ivan or 
Mirka, we simply alter them to 
Ivano or Mirca,” he explained. 
“ It saves a lot of trouble ” 
Officials at the La Spezia 
registry office, where Garbini 
registered 
his 
son’s 
birth, 
simply cancelled out Genghis 
Khan and the name now stands 
as Paolo Garbini.

Foreign Legionnaires 


Fight Hard, Live Well 


SIDI-BEL-ABBES, A l g e r i a 
(UPI)— From Mexico to Mar­ 
rakech, from the deserts to 
Dienbienphu, the French For­ 
eign Legion has won its share 
of glory in battle. 
It fights well. And it lives 
well. 
When Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
lunched with the Legion dur­ 
ing his Algerian tour, it was a 
safe bet that the food equal­ 
led that of the best restaurant 
in Paris. 
The Legion has a tradition of 
living well. 
Its headquarters 
here, dating back to 1845, are 
very plush indeed for a mili­ 
tary base, especially a French 
one. 
There is a modernistic bar, 
where it is impossible for an 
outsider to pay for a drink. 
There is a leather-upholster­ 
ed clubhouse for the enlisted 
men, a 1,000-seat movie thea­ 
ter, a fully-equipped gym and 
a 150-foot swimming pool. The 
kitchens are 
stainless steel. 
(The rest of the French army 
gets by with coal stoves.) 
•01 R C O U N T RY’ 
Why all this comfort? 
Because the Legion motto is, 
“ Ldgion 
Patria 
Nostra,” 
or 
“ The Legion is our country.” 
The motto is literally true. 
Stoldiers elsewhere in the 
world can go home on leave 
now and then. 
But most Le­ 
gionnaires are political refu­ 
gees or fugitives from the law. 
They have no home other than 
the Legion. They make it as 
comfortable as they can. 
Theoretically, all 20,000 en­ 
listed men in the legion are 
foreigners. A Frenchman can 
enlist only if he pretends to be 
someone else— a Belgian or a 
Swiss, 
for example, 
or an 
American.

“ Paris, March 10, 1831, Louis 
Philippe, King of the French, 
to all present and to come, sal­ 
utations. In view of the law of 
March 9. 1831, in view of the 
report of our Minister of State 
to the War Department, we 
have ordered and do order the 
following: There will be form­ 
ed a legion composed of for­ 
eigners. This legion will take 
the name of the Foreign Le­ 
gion.’’ 


FEUDS RESULT 
At first Legion regiments 
were organized by nationali­ 
ties. This led to intramural 
feuds, however, 
and within 
five years, nationalities were 
integrated down to the small­ 
est color-guard unit. 
Legionnaires get the same 
pay as other troops — 5,000 
francs, ($1.1) a month for re-^ 
cruits. The pay is doubled for 
service in Algeria. 
The glamor and professional 
tradition of the Legion has 
drawn kings-to-be (like Prince 
Pierre of Serbia or Prince Nor­ 
odom Sihanouk of Cambodia), 
pretenders (like both present 
pretenders 
to 
the 
French 
throne, the Count of Paris and 
Prince Napoleon) 
and poets 
like Alan Seeger, the Ameri­ 
can who wrote, “ I have a ren­ 
dezvous with death” shortly be­ 
fore he was killed on the west­ 
ern front in 1916. 


REFUGEES ADMITTED 
The Legion does not take 
convicted murderers, narcotics 
addicts or psychopaths. But it 
will accept refugees whether 
from the law or from political 
upheavals — even Frenchmen 
who fought for the Germans 
in World War II. 
“ We re not interested in poli­ 
tics. If we were, we wouldn't 
have a Legion,” explained a 
Legion officer. 
The Legion has fought in 
every French war since its 
birth, from the Algerian con­ 
quest to the Crimea, the Fran- 
co-Prussian war, both World 
Wars, Indo-China and now back 
to Algeria. 


BATTLE HONORS 
Legion outfits have won bat­ 
tle honors at such places as Se­ 
bastopol, Magenta, Narvik and 
Dienbienphu. 
But the Legion's proudest 
battle was Camerone, in Mexi­ 
co. On April 30, 1863, three 
officers and 62 men of 3rd 
Company, 2nd Regiment, un­ 
der Captain Danjou, stood off 
a brigade of 2,550 Mexicans for 
11 hours. All but three of the 
Legionnaires were killed. 
April 30 remains a big holi­ 
day for the Foreign Legion. 
The Mexicans gallantly erected 
a 
monument on the battle­ 
ground with the legend: “These 
soldiers of France gave up 
their lives before they gave up 
their courage.”

Higher 
Assessments,Taxes Dig 


Deeper Into Taxpayers' Pockets 


SACRAMENTO (CNS>—Ac- 
tion of the State Board of 
Equalization in approving an 
increase of a billion, three 
hundred million in the prop­ 
erty v a l u e s of California, 
coupled with the increasing 
tax rates through the state, 
indicate a deeper dip into the 
pockets of the public next 
year. 
Add to this, the prospect of 
an increase in state taxes, and 
no probable reduction in fed­ 
eral taxes, and the picture 
doesn’t look good for the or­ 
dinary people who have to 
foot the bill! 


THE BOARD of Equaliza­ 
tion does not set the tax rates, 
but merely approves the as­ 
sessments fixed by the coun­ 
ty assessors. Jf these are out 
of line with other counties, 
the board has the authority 
to order individual counties 
to bring 1hem up to certain 
standards. 
Some years ago, the board 
d e c i d e d that assessments 
should be made by the coun­ 
ties on the basis of 25 per cent 
of market value. This figure 
was for the private property 
in the state, and did not af­ 
fect the property of public 
utilities, which the board it­ 
self assesses, at a figure of 
50 per cent of market value. 


THE BOARD allowed a tol­ 
erance of five per cent either 
way on the 25 per cent figure, 
and this year, announced that 
all counties had fallen within 
that tolerance. 
Hence, there 
will be no orders to counties 
to c h a n g e the assessment 
rates. 
The board heard its offi­ 
cials state that generally, as­ 
sessments h a v e kept pace 
with increases in population, 
but the amount of taxes col­ 
lected, which reflects the tax 
rates set by counties, cities, 
and special districts, has in­ 
creased far more rapidly. 
“This continuous increase 
in property taxes,” said John 
H. Keith, chief of the division 
of assessments, “cannot con­ 
tinue without causing aoine 


serious reaction. We’ve got to 
do everything possible in the 
way of public information to 
give the people an under­ 
standing of the problems of 
the board and the assessors.” 


THE BOARD itself can do 
little regarding the tax rates 
applied by local governments. 
In fact, it cannot do anything. 
If anything is done, and the 
odds are nothing will be done, 
it must come from the state 
Legislature. Lt could, under 
its 
constitutional 
authority, 
place a statutory limit not 
only on counties, but also on 
school and special districts. 
One trouble with California 
taxes, 
of c o u r s e , 
is the 
amount of public lands within 
the state. Approximately 49 
per cent of the total area is 
comprised of public 
lands, 
and therefore, is tax-free. 
A second difficulty is the 
number of exemptions. Near­ 
ly a billion and a half dollars 
worth of property is »exempt 
from taxation in this state. 
Even a portion of the exemp­ 
tions, if they were eliminated, 
would help the general public.

There Are More Perils Than 


Possibilities In Summit Meet 


When and if President Eis­ 
enhower sits down with Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev at the U N. 
Security Council, whether in 
New York or in Geneva, he 
will be undertaking what he 
and his advisers profoundly 
believe is an ill-timed, ill-con­ 
ceived, unpromising, propa­ 
ganda-laden summit confer­ 
ence with the Soviet Union. 


Why do the President and 
Secretary Dulles see such a 
meeting at this time under 
present circumstances as like­ 
ly to do more harm than 
good? 


MY INFORMATION is: 
They see it as ill-timed be­ 
cause there has not been a 
shred or shadow of effective 
preparation, no evidence on 
either side that anything con­ 
structive whatsoever can be 
had. 


They see it as ill-conceived 
because it is being convened 
in an atmosphere of name- 
calling, Mr. Khrushchev’s let­ 
ter, pressing for the confer­ 
ence, being devoted to a ti­ 
rade against the West. 


They see it as unpromising 
because it is impossible to 
conceive how there can be 
any other result than divisive, 
lacerating talk since there is 
no visible basis of agreement, 
at least not now, between the 
U. S. and Britain on one side, 
and Nasser and Khrushchev 
on the other in the Mid-East. 


DOES THIS appraisal of the 
probable futility of the con­ 
ference stem m e r e l y from 
stubborn reluctance to nego­ 
tiate with the Soviets? 


There is no abler nor more 
consistent advocate of accom­ 
modation with the Soviets and 
with the A r a b Federation 
than 
Walter Lippman, 
but 
Lippmann sees this 
unpre­ 
pared, hasty summit meeting 
as “a ghastly spectacle almost 
certain to poison the air still 
further.” 


Why, then, have we got 
ourselves into it? 


Well, let’s not blame the 
British. 
That’s p e t t y and 
pretty undignified. The Brit­ 
ish wanted this conference 
for a variety of reasons, but 
our decision to support it was 
our own and we ought to 
«land on it. It is to the credit 


of the White House that it is 
rejecting the -suggestion that 
we were pressured. 


We knew that the popular 
reaction in much of the world 
was unfavorable to the pres­ 
ence of U. S. Marines in Leb­ 
anon. We evidently conclud­ 
ed that the worldwide disad­ 
vantages of refusing to meet 
with Khrushchev would be 
greater than the 
disadvan­ 
tages of meeting. 


I DO NOT MEAN that there 
are not some plusses in hold­ 
ing the summit meeting un­ 
der the aegis of the Security 
Council. 
It means that any 
possible proposal or agree­ 
ment which might be reached 
in private talks would have to 
be submitted to the Security 
Council for approval. 
It as­ 
sures the presence of Arab 
representatives. It will be a 
good thing to have Nasser at 
the conference t a b l e , but 
Syria-Egypt are not the only 
Arab states which should be 
represented. 
Lebanon 
and 
Jordan should be represented, 
and Saudi Arabia and the Su­ 
dan. And why not Iran, Tur­ 
key and Pakistan as well as 
India? Their interests are vi­ 
tally at stake. 


Because the outlook for the 
talks is not good, because the 
circumstances 
under 
which 
they are going to be held are 
forebodingly u n p r o mising, 
there is every reason why the 
U. S. should do its best to 
make them constructive and 
productive.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Agriculture 
Department 
re­ 
ports that families who buy 
electric refrigerators and elec­ 
tric and gas ranges use them 
an average of 15 years. 
Electric washing machines, 
both automatic and wringer 
spin-dryer types, are replaced 
after nine years. 
All of these items, if pur­ 
chased second hand, are kept 
in service about half as long. 
These estimates of service- 
life expectancy were calculated 
by home economists and statis­ 
ticians of the department’s In­ 
stitute of Home Economics. The 
scientists applied a c t u a r i a l 
techniques to data collected by 
the Bureau of the Census as a 
supplem ent 
to 
the January, 
1957, current population sur­ 
vey. 
Actuarial methods have been 
used for some time to compute 
the service-life expectancy of 
industrial items. But they were 
not applied to consumer goods 
until now. 
The department said house­ 
holders and budget counselors 
need such estimates for plan­ 
ning family budgets and esti­ 
mating family assets. 
Families with electric refrig­ 
erators, gas or electric ranges, 
or electric washing machines 
were asked when their equip- 
m e n t 
was 
purchased 
and 
w hether it was new or used. 
The same questions were asked 
a b o u t equipment discarded 
during 195(3. 
From the answers, separate 
tables 
of 
service-life 
expec­ 
tancy under one owner were 
preferred for items bought new 
and those that were used. 
The result.ng estimates re­ 
flect current practice on re­ 
placing 
equipment. 
Replace­ 
ment 
rates 
will 
change 
as 
changes occur in family size 
and ways of life, income, cost 
and availability of service, dur­ 
ability of items in use, and at­ 
tractiveness of new equipment.

days. 
In January, 1953, the British 
occupation 
authorities 
seized 
Naumann and six other former 
Nazi party officials on suspi­ 
cion of leading a movement 
aimed at infiltrating the Re­ 
fugee Party, the FDP and Ger­ 
man Party and making them 
Nazi organizations, eventually 
setting up a totalitarian govern­ 
ment on Hitlerite lines. 
West Germans were indig­ 
nant at the action of the occu­ 
pying power and scoffed at 
British claims the group was 
really dangerous. In July, West 
German 
courts, 
which 
took 
over t h e investigations, dis­ 
missed the charges against the 
seven men for ‘‘lack of evi­ 
dence.” 
The group sank quickly into 
oblivion which was scarsely dis­ 
turbed by the recent dismissal 
of Naumann's suit. 
Scattered outbreaks of neo- 
Nazism occur periodically but 
find little sympathy a m o n g 
prospering Germans. All are 
duly investigated by police and 
studied by authorities, but at 
the moment the Nazi sparks 
have little chance of setting 
the public imagination aflame.

Sago Lane Is Where Singapore's 


Aged, Incurable Go To Die 


SINGAPORE (IP) — In the 
heart of Singapore’s Chinatown 
is famous Sago lane—the place 
where old people go to die. 
On Sago lane are the death 
houses of Singapore. 
There the aged, the feeble, 
the incurable, the unwanted go 
to await death. 
The death houses are actual­ 
ly funeral parlors where the 
aged wait for transportation 
into the other world which 
they are certain is flowing with 


milk and honey. 
Such houses are popular in 
Singapore because they pro­ 
vide third-rate hospital facili­ 
ties and also a place where a 
corpse can be kept for two or 
three days while relatives and 
friends pay their last respects. 
They also provide a place 
where families living in over­ 
crowded one-room apartments 
can take the old and feeble 
who are underfoot at home. 
Once an old person enters 


the death house, he may live 
for days, weeks or even years. 
But he will not leave the house 
alive. 
The aged lie passively on 
crude wooden beds placed side 
by side and thin, oilcloth cov­ 
ered 
mattresses. 
They 
are 
waiting. 
On that pallet they 
draw their last breath. 
There are no diversions. 
Some 
house 
owners keep 
cats. 
But the cats are always 
chained. 
For there is an old 
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Chinese superstition that if a 
cat leaps over a corpse, the 
corpse will come to life. 
It 
will then walk until it grabs 
hold of something—even a hu­ 
man.

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The business of death is a 
good business, according to a 
death house keeper. 


He charges between 10 and 
35 Singapore dollars a month 
per person. 
When a patient 
dies, 
the 
housekeeper 
per­ 
forms an ancient ceremony of 
death for an extra charge. All 
in all, they make between $53 
to $530 before a person dies, j 
depending on his social “status. !

Course In Reading Skill 
Helps Missile Personnel 


Public Housing 
Vandalism Is 
Overemphasized 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala. (UPJ) 
The Army Ordnance Guided 
Missile School here is answer­ 
ing the challenge of our mod­ 
ern 
missiles 
by 
offering 
a 
course in reading improvement 
designed to increase the effici­ 
ency of its staff and faculty of 
more than 1,500. 
The average staff and faculty 
member 
spends 
about 
two 
hours of his working day read­ 
ing textbooks, electronic and 
technical 
journals, personnel 
and administrative reports, etc. 
James L. Hinton, chief of the 
training section of the school's 
research and curriculum divi­ 
sion, has organized the course 
in hopes that it will increase 
the reading efficiency of the 
staff members to whom it is 
offered by about 50 per cent, so 
they can read in one hour what 
it now takes them two to read. 
Twelve 
staff 
and 
faculty 
members, both instructors and 
administrative personnel, have 
just completed a pilot class to 
discover and solve the prob­ 
lems of teaching a reading im­ 
provement course, thus allow­ 
ing a greater number of stu­ 
dents to be trained in a shorter 
period of time. 
Hinton guaranteed every stu­ 
dent a 30 per cent improve­ 
ment in reading skill and final 
tabulations have more than jus­ 
tified his promise. 
The lowest percentage of im­ 
provement was 31.7 per cent, 
with a 10 per cent increase in 
reading 
comprehension. 
The 
highest increase was 531 per 
cent with only a one per cent 
loss 
in 
comprehension. 
The 
student with a five-fold in­ 
crease in reading rate now 


reads 1,357 words per minute 
on difficult material. 
No new skills are taught. 
Anyone can increase his read­ 
ing rate by developing skills 
he already possesses, since the 
average person reads at only 
20 per cent of his capacity.

have 
found 
four 
common reading faults: regres­ 
sion or rereading, vocalizing or 
lip movement, duration of fixa­ 
tion or reading syllable by syl 


duces the duration of reader 
fixation and gradually increas 
es the span of recognition. 


The second reading improve 
ment device, the accelerator, is 
a small metal box with a hing­ 
ed lid under which a book or 
printed page is placed. Now the

The 
accelerator, moving at a steady 
rate of speed, covers the page 
from top to bottom as the stu- 
lable and word by wolrd and dent reads, much in the same 
small span of recognition or j manner as if he were to use a 
the width of space covered by j sheet of paper and cover each 
line after reading it. 


The rate at which the accel­ 
erator operates can be increas­ 
ed as the student’s reading skill 
improves.

WASHINGTON (UPI1 — A 
rock crashes through a window 
pane and fragments of glass 
shower the sidewalk. 
A janitor finds water gush­ 
ing from an outside faucet that 
has been knocked loose from 
its stem. 
A tenant is forced to climb 
the stairs to her fifth floor 
apartm ent because v a n d a l s 
have broken off the buttons 
on a self-service elevator. 
These and similar acts of 
wanton destruction are every­ 
day occurences in big city pub­ 
lic housing developments. They 
have shocked many citizens — 
including well-behaved tenants 
of 
the 
developments 
them­ 
selves — and have created a 
widespread 
inmpression 
that 
public 
housing 
projects 
are 
breeding grounds for juvenile 
delinquency. 
Officials of the U. S. Public 
Housing Administration (PHA) 
assert that this impression is 
unfair. They make these points: 
1. Vandalism is a problem 
confined mainly to big cities 
ike New York and Chicago. It 
has caused little trouble in 
smaller communities. 
2. Even in big cities, the 
cost of vandalism is small com­ 
pared to normal maintenance 
expense. In Chicago, for exam­ 
ple, only two per cent of the 
annual maintenance budget for 
public housing units goes to 
repair damage caused ly van­ 
dals. 
3. Police studies show that 
crime and juvenile delinquen­ 
cy rates are generally lower 
in public housing projects than 
in nearby unredeemed slums. 
“Although many new homes 
that the PHA helps pay for are 
damaged by wanton vandal­ 
ism,” said Public Housing Com­ 
missioner Charles E. Slusser, 
“such 
incidents 
are 
greatly 
outweighed by the beneficial 
effects 
that 
public 
housing 
brings to a community.” 
Slusser pointed out that “it

PHA studies indicate a close 
correlation between the size 
of a public housing unit and 
the amount of trouble caused 
by the tenants. 
In 
so-called 
“high rise” (multi-story) apart­ 
ment houses, it is difficult to 
instill any sense of mainte­ 
nance responsibility in tenants. 
The whole place is too much 
like a big, impersonal institu­ 
tion. 
Because of the problems they 
create, high rise buildings are 
shunned except in the big cit­ 
ies, where land costs make 
them a necessity. Elsewhere, 
local housing authorities have 
won PHA approval for one and 
two-story houses with individ­ 
ual lawns and back yards. 
In Colton, Calif., for exam­ 
ple, detached singles and du­ 
plexes were built. 
More novel is the project in 
Cedartown, Ga., where there 
are duplex and four-unit hous­ 
es on scattered sites and the 
tenants 
perform 
their 
own 
maintenance. “You can’t tell 
those houses from any other 
home in the community,” a 
PHA official said. 
Although these and other 
measures are expected to help, 
PHA officials do not contend 
they will lead to Utopia. 
“You can’t take people out 
of 
one-room 
hovels 
without 
running water, put them in a 
modern apartment, and expect 
them to change their way of 
life overnight,” said one offi­ 
cial. 
Because of income ceilings 
which restrict public housing 
occupancy to the lowest-income 
groups, the projects draw a 
large share of “problem fam­ 
ilies” — those broken by di­ 
vorce, desertion, alcoholism or 
other tragedy. 
The 1,800,000 persons now 
living in federally-subsidized 
public housing projects in 44 
states and territories have an 
average 
family 
income 
of 
$2,000 a year. 
In an effort to offset the 
high incidence of crime, 
di­ 
sease and demoralization that 
is inevitable in any commu­ 
nity where poverty is the sole 
common denominator, Public 
Housing officials have lately 
sought to open some of their 
units to families which are a 
little better off financially than 
the lowest income bracket.

60 Million Expected 


To See National Parks 


WASHINGTON (UPIV— Amer- 
cans have what probably is the 
largest 
playground 
in 
the 
world — 24 million acres. 


The National Park System’s 
director, Conrad L. Wirth, ex­ 
pects 60 million people to visit 
the parks this year. Writing in 
the National Georgarphic mag­ 
azine, he urges Americans to 
“come, 
use 
and 
enjoy” the 
parks, monuments and battle­ 
fields which belong to them. 


There are 29 actual “nation­ 
al parks” in the system which 
has 181 units in all. They range 
in size from the 2,697,590-acre 
Katmai National Monument in 
Alaska, to the House Where 
Lincoln Died here in the na­ 
tion's capital. 
The newest—and o n l y - a d ­ 
dition this year is a gift of the | 
National Geographic Society.! 
It is the Russell Cave in Ala­ 
bama where prehistoric man 
lived 90 centuries ago. 
According 
to 
Wirth, 
t h e : 
parks are becoming more pop­ 
ular each year. In 1925 they 
were visited by 2,054,000 peo­ 
ple. Last year there were 59 
million visitors, and by 1966 
he estimates 80 to 100 million 
will view the geysers, monu­ 
ments, battlefields, flowers and 
ever-popular bears. 
Speaking 
of 
geysers, 
the 
most famous — Old Faithful— 
had an important part in the 
creation of the park system. On 
Sept. 19, 1870 a group of 15 
campers who saw the magnifi­ 
cent geyseis decided the Yel­ 


lowstone area should be pre­ 
served as a national park. With 
Congress in accord, the system 
came into being in 1872. 


One of the parks in the group 
I is the Virgin Islands National 
1 Park. The society says it is a 
“playground of white beaches 
and blue water.” A gift of Lau- 
rance Rockefeller, who is trus­ 
tee of the National Geographic 
Society, it was dedicated two 
years ago. 


There are many monuments 
and battlefields worth seeing. 
Among them is the site of

The world’s biggest living 
things-—the giant sequoia trees 
in California—are rarely match­ 
ed for grandeur. Another spec­ 
tacular view is the Paradise 
Glacier grotto on ML Rainier in 
Washington state. When sun­ 
light filters through the ice, the 
walls of the grotto are tinted 
a luminous blue. 
The deepest lake in the coun­ 
try—Oregon’s Crater Lake — 
was hollowed out by an explo­ 
sion of Mt. Mazama, in 4,000 
B.C. It is 1,966 feet deep.
